Try (if you 
would do your Cauſe good) to find a Prefident, when the Magiſtrates of 

don were ever foaQually: affronted, vilefied and abuſed to their faces, 
to the grief of all that think they owe: Magiſtrates any reſpe&, and who 
wete they rfardid all this: Every modeft manthat was there I am fure 
knows very well, and' might have. wiſhed himſelf elſewhere ; If you 
thirik our eyes are not to be believed, ! apply your ſelf to the Poll-Book, 
Where *on your ſide no-doubrt -you-will-find. ſome well meaning men 
but withal, the whole Tribe of Presbyterians, CAnabaptifts, &c. form Dan
